Applicant's arguments filed on 9/7/04 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 



Applicant's ONLY arguments are follows: 

Reference neither teaches nor suggests at least "transparent film disposed closely to a front surface of the polarizing layer 
and a second transparent film disposed closely to back surface the polarizing layer and both of the transparent first and the 
second transparent film are diffusing films" as required by the independent claim 2. 



Examiner's responses to Applicants' ONLY arguments are follows: 

Claim 2 defines "the transparent first and the second transparent film are diffusing films". Lui et al. disclose (Fig. 9) a reflective 
polarizing film (multilayer stack 903) disposed between diffusing layers, which are made of transparent layers 905 and 91 1 
embedded scattering particles 907. The transparent layer 905 and 91 1 disposed closely to back and front surfaces of the 
polarizing layer 903. . 
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
